The 
proposed amendments to Claims 1 and 8 were related to redisplaying the notification icons in the 
notification area upon receipt of a user input. A proposed amendment to Claim 15 related to 
displaying notification area icons in a display area apart from the notification area.

The Examiner and Applicants' representative generally discussed the differences between 
the independent claims and the prior art applied in the most recent Office Action. Applicants' 
representative set forth the proposed amendments described above. Applicants' representative 
and the Examiner tentatively agreed that the proposed amendments would permit Claims 1 and 
15 to overcome their present rejections, while the Examiner indicated that Claim 8 required 
further consideration.
